NEWS IN BRIEF.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the senate, on ths 13th, the Chi - 
position provisions of the sundry ein. 
priations bill were finally disposed of. Mr. 
Quays amendment to closs the exposition on 
the First day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday,” was adopted without a division, and 
a further amendment by Mr. Peffer to prohibit 
the sale of all intoxicants in the exposition 
grounds except for medicial, mechanical or 
scientific purposes,” was adopted by a narrow 
majority of 2. With these conditions attached, 
the senate voted to issue to the World's fair 
managers 10,000,000 souvenir silver half dol- 
ee In the house, after the regular order, 
the resolution setting apart the day and the 
morrow for the consideration of the silver bill 
was called up, and after a full discussion de- 
foated by a decisive vote. 

In the senate, on the lith, consideration of 
the sundry civil bill was completed, and it was 
sent to the house with three or four hundred 
amendments, increasing the aggregate appro- 
priations more than $6,009,000, irrespective of 
the 10,000,000 World's fair souvenir half dollars. 
The clause prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
drinks on the fair grounds was reconsidered 
and defeated, but the Sunday closing proviso 
was left in the bill. Many important and some 
very curious additions were made to the bill. 
isaees In the housa the time was devoted to con- 
ference reports on appropriation bills, the leg- 
islative, naval and diplomatic and consular bills 
being agreed to. The principal item of con- 
tention was the retention of the ‘appropriation 
of $4,000,000 for a new battle ship and $50,000 
for a naval display at Hampton Roads next 
year, each being finally retained. 

In the senate, on the 15th, the final confer- 
€nce reports on the army, the navy and the 
legislative and judicial appropriation bills were 
adopted, and a resolution extonding existing 
appropriations for objects not yet acted upon, 
was adopted and sent to the house. The 
fortifications appropriation bill was also passed, 
with amendments ..... In the house, considera- 
tion of the sundry civil appropriations bill oc- 
cupied the time, the World's fair appropriation 
of $5,000,000 being the item under discussion. 
It was agreed that a yote should ba taken on 
the 19th. The conference report on the army 
appropriation bill was also agreed to. 

In the senate, on the 16th, discussion of the 
details of the deficiency bill—the last great ap- 
propriation bill unacted upon by that body— 
occupied the entire day, and was not com- 
pleted. In the morning hour, Mr. Chandler se- 
cured the passage of his pending resolution 
authorizing an investigation into the immigra- 
tion and naturalization questions during the 
recess...... In the house the listless manner of 
the members during the debate on the proposi- 
tion giving the World's fair $5,000,000 in souvenir 
Silver half dollars, and closing the gates on 
Sunday, was evidence that congressmen are 
weary of the session and are anxious to adjourn. 
A strong sentiment against the amendment 
was developed. 

In the senate, on the 18th, consideration of 
the urgent deficiency bill was concluded, and 
the bill was sent to the house for a conference. 
The senate then resolved to take up the aiti- 
option bill, but after two hours spent in 
wrangling and filibustering adjourned without 
even permitting the bill to be read...... In the 
house an unusually Jarge number of bills were 
disposed of, among them one to affix the seal of 
the United States to a document entitled ‘‘The 
United States Government at the Beginning of 
the Four Hundredth Anniversary of America.” 
An evening session was held, during which the 
World's fair appropriation was debated for 
three hours. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

It is announced that Baron Courcet, 
formerly French ambassador at the 
court of Berlin, has been appointed to 
represent France on the Behring sea 
arbitration commission. 

On the 17th Gen. A. McD. McCook, 
commanding the department of Arizona, 
was in Washington city, the guest of 
his brother, Anson McCook, secretary 
of the senate. Gen. McCook was or- 
dered to Washington to consult with 
Secretary Elkins and Gen. Schofield in 
regard to matters in his department, 
especially the improvement of the posts 
there. He says there is no longer much 
danger of trouble with the Indians. In 
fact, the Indians are becoming so tame 
and amiable that nobody can pick a 
fight with them. 

Franz Vetta, the noted basso pro- 
fundo, died at Riverside, Cal., on the 
17th. His real name was Louis Neu- 
mayer. He died of phthisis. 

J. CoLEMAN DRAYTON, son-in-law of 
the late William Astor, has taken a cot- 
tage on Mount Desert street, Bar Har- 
bor, Me., where he will spend the sea- 
son with his children. 

Wm. A. STRICKLAND, of Athalia, Law- 
rence county, O., has returned his pen- 
sion check to his attorneys, requesting 
them to return it to the government. 
Strickland claims to have had a Divine 
inspiration from the Lord informing 
him that the pension money wasa curse, 
and directing him in future to reject it 
as blood money, which he proposes to 


do. 
On the 18th Mrs. Emmons Blaine, 


with her baby, nurse and two maids, 
arrived at Bar Harbor, Me. She was 
met at the wharf by Miss Harriet 
Blaine, and went directly to Stanwood. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 16th four sons of Christopher 
A. Ball, a thrifty farmer near Princess 
Anne, Md., were drowned while bath- 
ing in. the Manokim river. They were 
aged 16, 15, 12 and 10 years. 

On the 16th fire in the Reinickendorf 
quarter of Berlin destroyed six fac- 
tories. Three workmen and a fireman 
perished in the flames. ae 

Ox the 16th the steamer Dixie was 
sunk in a collision on the river at Buf- 
falo, N. Y., with the steamer Pilgrim. 
Her passengers and crew, twenty-five 
in all, jumped hurriedly into the water, 
where they sustained themselves with 
uch floats and pieces of wreck as they 
could catch until picked up. 

Frank Roun, a prisoner in the 
Ohio penitentiary, sent up last May 
from Ottawa county for burglary, 
hanged himself, onthe night oft the 
17th, in his cell by cloth string at- 
tached to a wire fastened to his 
hook. In his stocking was found a 
letter confessing that in 1888 he and

THE body of Dr. E. E. Sloman, ot 
Omaha, who was drowned in Lake 
Manawa near Council Bluffs, Ia., on 
the night of the 14th, was found float- 
ing in the lake on the 17th.

The most plausible 
is that he fell out of the boat while 
under the influence of morphine. 

TRE steamer Catterthun, which re-

It ap- 
pears that Bower compeled the bosses 
under him to carry straw men upon 
their rolls for whom Bower collected 
the checks each week and had them 
cashed at a local brewery. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

AT an election held in Fort Wayne, 
Ind., on the 15th, to vote on an appro- 
priation of $150,000 in aid of the Find- 
lay, Fort Wayne & Western Railroad 
Co. in consideration that its shops be 
located in that city, the measure was 
defeated by a majority of 500 votes. — 

THE pack of fruits and vegetables in 
Maryland this season will be far below 
the average. Few of the extensive pack- 
ers of canned goods are busy at the 
present time, and all of them say that 
the production will be light and the 
prices much higher than last year. 

THE Sunday law wasenforced in New 
Orleans on the 17th for the first time for 
years, all the stores and bar rooms being 
closed. This result was brought about 
by the agitation of the labor organiza- 
tions. 

THE bucket shops of Chicago have 


won their long-contested fight with the. 


Chicago board of trade, and on the 18th 
the Western Union and Postal Tele- 
graph companies once more began the 
disseminations of the daily trade quo- 
tations.

Tue Brazilian government has dee 
cided to impose a quarantine against 
all vessels arriving from French, Rus- 
sian, Amerévan and Mediteranean ports.

PrivATE advices from Russia say that 
the distress in the famine districts and 
the mortality in the cholera-stricken 
cities far exceed anything allowed to 
appear in the Russian press. 

Wirutn the last six months nine dead 
infants, less than a week old, have been 
found about Birmingham, Ala. 

Tur United States authorities have 
ordered a rigid quarantine along the 
Pacific coast because of the smallpox. 

AN item of $50,000 was inserted in the 
deficiency bill on the 18th for the col- 
lection and publication, in connection 
with the World’s Columbian Exposition, 
of statistics of the moral, intellectual 
and industrial progress of the colored 
people of the United States since 
January, 1863. , 

Tne steamer Leo, from New York, 
bas reached St. Petersburg with pro- 
visions for the famine sufferers. 

Tux Canadian government will combat 
the grounds on which the United States 
authorities siezed the steamer Coq uit- 
lan. 

Mrs. Joun Hark1ns, of Philadelphia, 
on the 16th surpassed all previous 
records by giving birth to four girl 
babies within a few hours. Mother and 
children reported doing well. The 
father seemed scarcely to realize his 
good luck when informed of the arrivals. 





FRICK'S REVENGE. 


Manager Frick of the Carnegie Steel Co. 
Causes Warrants to be Issued for the 
Arrest of Hugh O'Donnell, Burgess Mc- 
Luckie and Other Citizens of Home. 
stead Prominent in the Councils of the 
Locked-Out Workmen — Excitement at 
Fever Heat Agnin in the Borough. 
HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 20. — Never 

since the night that Gov. Pattison or- 
dered the state troops to Homestead 
was this borough thrown into such a 
state of feverish excitement as it was 
last evening when the news went 
abroad that warrants,charging the lead- 
ers of the strikewith wilful murder had 
been issued in Pittsburgh, and that six 
or seven men charged had given them- 
selves up to the authorities. 

About 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
two men walked into the office of 
Squire Kuhn, the local magistrate, and 
made some inquiries concerning the 
places of residence of Burgess McLuckie 
and other strike laborers. They re- 
fused to tell why they desired the in- 
formation. The inquiries were contin- 
ued at other places, and suspicion as to 
the real character of the business of the 
two men became aroused when they 
were recognized as Constables Price and 
Irwin. 

The suspicion was not verified, how- 
ever, until about 4 o’clock, when H. M. 
Williamson, a member of the Home- 
stead borough council and also member 
of the local advisory committee on the 
strike arrived in Homestead from Pitts- 
burgh with the information that the 
warrants had been issued. The news 
soon became noised about. While a 
suspicion that the arrests were antici- 
pated, had been prevalent for two days, 
it was not supposed that the charges 
against the strike leaders would 
be so serious a one as murder, 
and the workingmen were thrown intoa 
state bordering on consternation by the 
direful tidings. Coming, as the news 
did, directly after the victory of the 
Amalgamated association yesterday in 
the refusal of the men in the mechan- 
ical department of the Carnegie works 
to accept the invitation of the firm to 
return to their duties, it turned jubila- 
tion into despondency, and brought 
tears to the eyes of many a man whose 
heart was in the cause. A few took 
the news quietly, the greater number 
indulged in bitter words, but took care 
that outsiders were not near when they 
spoke them. Women gave way to tears 
and declared that all was lost. 

Hasty summens brought out the lead- 
ers to the headquarters of the advisory 
committee, a stone's throw from the 
edge of Camp Black. On the face of 
every man was a serious, troubled look, 
and haste was made to lock the door of 
the consultation room, that the new 
aspect that the situation had taken 
might be discussed without fear of be- 
trayal. The members of the town 
council also met. Their purpose was 
to consider the arrest of John Mc- 
Luckie, the burgess of the town. 

In the absence of the burgess, Chief 
Byrne, of the fire department, became 
acting burgess. When told of the ar- 
rests, he at first refused to believe that 
they had been made, but when con- 
vinced that there was no mistake about 
it, he expressed himself in emphatic 
terins. He dceclared the action of the 
Carnegie company an outrage and a 
mest dangerous step to take in the 
present excited condition of the com- 
munity. Hesaid the whole blame of 
the matter rested upon Mr. Frick, and 
that in his opinion it would react, and 
Mr. Frick would lose more than he 
would gain by the extreme step he had 
taken. Thetwomen who have done 
more than any dozen others to restrain 
the strikers from unlawful acts during 
the many exciting days since the battle 
with the Pinkertons, are Hugh O’Don- 
nelland Burgess McLuckie. The re- 
moval of these two men from the town 
at this critical time, leaves the more 
hot-headed of the strikers with few able 
to keep them in check in case an 
emergency arises, tending to lead them 
to again resort to mob violence. 

The men of all grades of intelligence 
have great respect for these two men. 
They fairly worship O'Donnell. He is 
considered a young Napoleon among 
them. He is a born leader, quick to 
talk and to act. He is a man of re- 
markable intelligence and has prac- 
tically guided the workmen in their 
struggle. Burgess McLuckie is alsoa 
counsellor of peaceful methods and has 
done much to restrain the men from 
violence. Ile was burgess at the time 
of the strike of 1889, and was elected 
by the workmen again this year, as 
they saw another difficulty with the 
Carnegie company was brewing. 

Suspicion that arrests were to be 
made became aroused at the singular 
action of Sheriff McCleary and a deputy 
in making a tour of the town under the 
escort of a battalion of troops. About 
1 o'clock yesterday afternoon, Maj. 
Brooke of the Twelfth regiment re- 
ceived orders from Col Green, the pro- 
vost marshal, to take companies D and 
E of his regiment and go with the 
sheriff. The soldiers followed the 
sheriff and a deputy at a distance 
sufficient not to- attract attention, 
but nevertheless suspicion was excited, 
and the leaders of the strike were in- 
formed of the peculiar action of Mr. 
McCleary. He stopped at a number of 
places and made inquiries concerning 
the whereabouts of some of the lead- 
ers, but did not succeed in finding any 
of them. It is not believed that the 
sheriff had the warrants in his posses- 
sion at the time, because his authority 
does not extend to serving them. The 
general explanation offered is that he 
was bent on gathering preliminary in- 
formation to give the constables in or- 
der to facilitate their quest. 





IN WOMAN'S BEHALF, 


THE ELECTRIC KEY. 


Many Women Find Profitable Employ- 
ment as Telegraphers. 

That the telegraph service offers an 
attractive and remunerative field for 
woman's work jis amply shown by the 
fact that the =umber of women who 
practice it from day to day probably ex- 
ceed in number those who devote them- 
selves to any of the other so-called 
“genteel” professions, and the number 
is all the time increasing. Telegraphy 
seems to have an irresistible charm for 
many young women, and for the matter 
of that many that are not young. The 
interest of the plodding student in her 
work is kept from flagging in anticipa- 
tion of the day when she will be able to 
communicate with another operator 
hundreds of miles away with the same 
ease and confidence as if they were in 
the same room. Even those to whom 
the question of money is but a consider- 
ation of secondary importance are sus- 
tained by the prospect of indulging in 
this unalloyed delight. It is just pos- 
sible, when the young woman arrives 
at this stage in her experience, that her 
ardor will have become somewhat 
dampened, and she wili have received a 
very forcible illustration of the truth of 
the saying that anticipation and real- 
ization are very different things, in- 
deed. Very few professions are pleas- 
ant to learn, however valuable they 
may be when proficiency has been ac- 
quired, and I mention this as showing 
that telegraphy has its redeeming feat- 
ures, even at the beginning. 

Women, as in nearly every other walk 
in life, are beginning to take a more 
important part in conducting the busi- 
ness of the telegraph. The number of 
women engaged in the various branches 
of the telegraph service has increased 
very largely within the past few years. 
Not many years ago it was an unusual, 
as well as an unwelcome sight to some, 
to see a woman working in office where 
as many as twenty or thirty male oper- 
ators were employed; and even in the 
larger offices, where the employment of 
women was almost a necessity, they 
were secluded from the men, and work- 
ed in separate departments, sacred to 
themselves. Little by little the barriers 
were thrown down, until at the present 
time men and women work indiscrim- 
inately together in every department, 
and the relations existing between 
them are of the most cordial aud pleas- 
ant character. * 

It would be safe to say that the num- 
ber of women who earn a_ livelihood as 
operators in the telegraph service in 
this country is now fully thirty-seven 
thousand. This does not include wom- 
en who are employed in other depart- 
ments of the service. Of this number, 
New York and Brooklyn alone have 
neacly one thousand. They are em- 
ployed in the main offices, in the hotels, 
railroad oftfices,on the famous big ex- 
changes and in the brokers’ offices, and 
in fact in every form of business activ- 
ity in which the telegraph is called 
upon to play a part. Many industrious 
young women study stenography in 
their spare moments and when they be- 
come proficient in both branches, good 
paying positions are nearly always 
ready for them. 

Very few of the women telegraphers 
who fill the highest positions are ‘‘col- 
lege bred,” a term sometimes applied to 
those who have learned the business 
outside a regular telegraph office in a 
school. The explanation of the large 
number of women telegraphers in New 
York city is sometimes attributed to the 
presence of these schools, but in reality 
the number of young women who at- 
tend them are rarely qualified for prac- 
tical work. The Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. alone, in New York city, 
gives employment to several hundred 
small girls who perform office work in 
the operating and other departments. 
They are given an opportunity to learn 
the business, and in this way they soon 
become capable of taking charge of 
small branch offices. As they are 
brought up in a telegraphic atmosphere, 
so to speak, they are familiar with all 
the details of the business, and are very 
naturally given the preference when va- 
cancies occur. As they gain experience 
they are transferred to more important 
offices, or busier wires, as the case may 
be, and receive higher salaries, until at 
last they return to the main office; not 
as poorly paid office girls, but as expe- 
rienced and fairly paid operators. 

But even now they have not reached 
the limit of possible success, for there 
is a more exalted position than that of 
operator, to which any woman may 
aspire. They are promoted to executive 
oftices, or what are known as chiefs 
and traffic chiefs, who look after the 
movement of business and see that mes- 
sages are subjected to no unnecesary 
delay. There are a few offices of con- 
siderable importance managed by wom- 
en, but the number is not large. It has 
always appeared rather singular to me 
that, with the number of intelligent 
and well-educated women in the bus- 
iness, more of them do not interest 
themselves in the study of the science 
of electricity. Women rarely, if ever, 
interest themselves in@he phenomena 
of electricity, and although they are 
brought into daily contact with its 
manifestations, they possess very little 
information regarding it. The com- 
paratively recent inventions, the du- 
plex and quadruplex, used for sending 
a number of messages over the same 
wire simultaneously, are difficult of 
comprehension, and very few women 
have mastered their intricacies. The 
men having this branch of the business 
in charge have undergone a special 


training for the work, and up t tye! 
present women have not entered into 
competition with them. 

In the work of receiving and sepd- 
ing messages women do equally as 
good work as men. They: may not be 
capable of such phenomenal bursts of 
speed as the male telegraphers, but at 
the same time extraordinary speed is 
not so much an element of sugcess or 
necessity as accuracy and the ability to 
maintain a fair average rate. They 
perform really creditable work, and_a_ 
great point in their favor is their relia- 
bility. As yet women have not~ been 
very successful in thé handling of press) 
reports. Day andnight the Associated\ 
Press and the United Press send many» 
thousands of words to the newspapers 
in all parts of the country, and_ the 
wires are almost exclusively in charge 
of men. The immense amount of mat- 
ter to be handled necessitates a very 
high rate of speed, forty-eight words a 
minute being maintained for hours ata‘ 
stretch. A woman’s strength is ‘hardly 
equal to such atask. Since the intro- 
duction of typewriters into telegraph 
offices, women have taken kindly to the: 
machines, and in their use have be- 
come} proficient. The typewriter re- 
duces the labor very materially.—John 
B. Taltavall, in Ladies’ Home Journal: 


WOMAN'S OPPORTUNITIES. ° 


She Has Made Herself Indispensable to the 
Business World. ile 

Do the women of to-day realize their 
privileges and possibilities. It is not 
altogether what they have actually ac- 
complished, great as that is; but the 
opportunities which lie before them and 
what the present situation promises 
within the next half-century that de- 
serve attention. ‘ 

Thirty years ago, a woman in a busi- 
ness office would have been looked upon 
not only with suspicion but with posi- 
tive disapproval. The fact that she was 
there would have been an argument for 
the worst, put whatever construction 
upon it one might. Now the office-in 
which women are not employed is al- 
most a novelty. There are several rea- 
sons for this. At the outset of this new 
regime, women were employed princi- 
pally because they could be hired for 
less money than men. This state of 
affairs, although not by any means 
complimentary to employers, was ney- 
ertheless woman’s opportunity. She 
found that she could get work, and 
trusted to herself and the future to get 
proper social and financial recognition. 
This she has not yet succeeded in se- 
curing, but it is only a question of 
time. She has made herself indis- 
pensable, and has obtained a footing 
that no future combination of circum- 
stances will be able to take from her. 
Indeed, she is growing right along into 
more and more useful work, and she is 
trustworthy, too, as is evident from the 
fact that positions of responsibility for- 
merly occupied only by men “are being 
given to her. In one country she is 
managing the switches on the railroads, 
and this, speak it not aloud, because 
the men formerly employed in such po- 
sitions are so given to habitual intoxi- 
cation that they can not be trusted with 
the lives and property of the public. 
The woman bookkeeper goes to her 
work in the morning clear-headed and 
with steady nerves. She didn't play 
pool last night or spend her tifie and 
money in the saloon or in performing 
that semi-artistic and not altogether 
creditable operation known as ‘‘paint- 
ing the town red.” She went home 
probably—that is ifshe has a home of her 
own. May be she helped to wash the 
dishes; perhaps she cooked the supper; 
may be she sewed some buttons on 
Tommie’s jacket; perhaps she cut out 
some new aprons for the little ones; 
possibly her best young mancame to 
see her, if she had one; but itis fair to 
say that the wildest dissipation she in- 
dulged in was a dish of ice cream. She 
retired at a seasonable hour and wak- 
ened in the morning fit for business. 

Suppose she did get up early and 
spend an hour or so in necessary house- 
hold duties. That was very much bet- 
ter than sleeping until the last minute 
to get rid of the effects of last night's 
outing, as her brother may have had to 
do in order to be presentable at the 
office. 

Not that al] young men do this by any 
means, but even the most prejudiced 
persons must admit that girls have 
greatly the advantage of boys, as far as 
their habits are concerned.—N. Y. 
Ledger.

By a statute in the State, special pows 
ers isconferred upon Judyes of the circuit 
court to grant writs of mandamus Code 
section 728, mandamus is the remedy 
against public officers for the perfors 
mance of some duties that is ministerial 
and not judicial in its character. A nee 
cesity may exist for the aecertainment 
from personal knowledge or by infor- 
mation derived from other sources for 
the state of facts on which the perform- 
ance of the act becomes a clear and spe- 
cific duty, does not operate to convert it 
into an act judicial in its nature. Such 
is not the judgment or discretion which 
is an essential element of judicial action. 
—77 Alabama— 426 

The defendants were bound in law 
(Section 352 of the Code) to appoint in~ 
spectors. The only thing required of 
them by that section being to ascertain 
and find out for each precinct that there 
were members of opposing political par- 
ties residing in said precinct, and if 
practicable, appoint them. The ques- 
tion as to whether mardamus will lie in 
cases of this character I think has been 
settled by our Supreme Court in the 
case of Dudley et als, vs.Calfee. Ia 
that case the petition was filed, demur- 
rersthereto filed and sustained by the 
Circuit Judge, appealed to Supreme 
Court, judgment of the Circuit Judge 
reversed, Gemurrers overruled and the 
Supreme Court awarded the rule nisi or 
alternative writ which was in eflect 
puiting the defendant, Caffee, to issue 
of fact upon the petition. I therefore 
hold that I, as Judge of the circuit court 
have jurisdiction totry this case,and that 
averments in this petition, original and 
amended, calls to exercise that jurisdic 
tion. 

The appointment of the Inspectors is 
a duty that the officers whose duties it 
is to make said appointments, owe to 
the pupblic. The case of Dudley et als. 
vs. Caffee, and the case of King, Lane,et 
als, neither were filed in the name of 
this State. The duty of the oflicers bes 
ing one they owe the public The current 
of authorities I think hold that any citi- 
zen may have relief by a mandamus 
without disclosing any real interest in 
himself. (See High on extraordinary 
remedies—Sec. 430, et see quita and 
notes American Eucyclopedia, page 218 
and notes.) The parties defendant inall 
civil proceedings,should be those against 
whom telief is prayed, and upon whom 
the performances of a Cuty devolves. 
The duty in this case devolves upon de- 
fendants alone; the inspectors appointed 
cannot be interested in it unless such 
appointment makes them oflicer8 and 
invests them with some right, which 
cannot be taken fro.n them. To invest 
inspectors with such rights he must 
be appointed by the proper authority 
and ina legal way, and have accepted 
the position. He is not such an officer 
as the constitution provides for, takes no 
oath to support the constitution of the 
United States or State; his only oath 
being to perform his dutias as inspec 
tors at such election to the best of his 
judgment; he is nosuch officer nor has 
he such rights as would make hima 
necessary party to this proceeding. 

Petitioner alleges that he was nomi. 
nated at a convention held in Mont- 
gomery for Governor; that there isa 
full ticket for State officers in the field 
nominated at the same convention and 
by the same delegates as himself, except 
Supreme Judges of the State. He furs 
ther alleges that there is a full ticket in 
Madison county, supporting him and 
nominees; that there are men competent 
and willing to fill the position of inspec- 
tors at each beatin said county, who 
belong to his party and are supporters 
of his ticket, and prays for the appoint- 
ment of one of each as an inspector at 
each precinct in said county. The duty 
of the officers to appoint inspectors bes 
ing forthe benefit of the public anda 
matter ip which the public were inter- 
ested, I think petitioner has the right 
to ask that such inspectors be appointed 
not to represent him personally, but 
the party to which he belongs, and the 
ticket which supports said party. It 
being as before stated, not necessary 
it should be filed in the name of the 
State. (Tally vs. Grider, 66 Alabama, 
Lane et als vs. Caffee, King ys. Lane et 
als) The duty of the defendants being 
for the benetit of the public, the next 
question is then, was any demand nec- 
essary aud refused upon the part of the 
defendants, was such demand necessary 
in order that mandams should lie. 
(High on extraordinary remedies Sec.41, 
jays down thisrule:) ‘“*Where the du- 
ties are ofa strictly public nature in- 
cumbent upon public officers by virtue of 
their office, and which they are sworn 
to perform, no demand and refusal are 
necessary as a condition precedent to 
relief by mandamus. Iu such cases no 
individual interest being affected, there 
is noone speciaitly empowered to de 
mand performance of duty, and no ne 
cessity for a literal demand and refusal. 
The !aw itself stands in place of a de- 
mand and the neglect or omission to 
perform the duty stands in the place of 
arcivsal, or in other words, the duty 
makes the demaud, and the omission is 
the refusal. (See also the l4th Ameri- 
can Encyclopedia. page 106) Lt is also 
held that demand and refusal is not nec- 
essary when the respondents have done 
the act which they call a performance 
but which the law saysit is not such. 
(ibid note 1.) But even if the demand 
and refusal were necessary, dces not the 
petition show such demand and refusal? 

Petitioner alleges that Hugh P. Bone, 
who makes affidavit tos:'d petition,and 
who was one of the members of the ex- 
ecutive committee for his party tor the 
State, presented to Murphy, Sheriii,wao 
by law, is one of tbe oflicers icquired to 
appoint inspects, a list of names sup- 
porting his party and ticket to be ap-~ 
pointed inspe@ors, which was handed 
respondents; that these parties were 
not appointed, but the appointment of 
the same were refuse. Ihe law does 
not require useless things to tc be done, 
even demand and refusal were unnecessa~ 
ry. Ido notthink any further demand 
or refusal were necessary than that 


shown by the petition. It is admitted

that if inspectors were properly ap» 
pointed and then were competent no 
subsequent event or happening could 


charge 


itso far as defendants sre con- 
cerned, but it is insisted that the con- 
verse of this proprsition is not true. 
Taking the petitions,original aud amend» 
ed,as one pleading, then the allegations 
show that this incompetency existed, 
both at the time ofthe petition and at 
the time of appointment. Ii tne ap- 
pointees have become competent since 
their appointment and filing of this pe» 
tion, su¢éh defense cannot be raised by 
demurrer, but must be made by plea or 
apswer in the nature of a plea on con- 
fession and ayoidance. 

‘Lhe defense is raised also that it is 
not necessary under the law that in- 
spectors should read and write, or that 
the defendants in the appointment were 
found to appoint inspectors who could 
read and write, It isthe oflice of a man- 
damus to compel the officersto act and 
Judges of courts have no power to com 
mand them how to act mniess the law 
itself points out how andin what way 
they should act. Tocall into exer- 
cise the extraordinary powers. of 
mandamus a clear legal right shall 
be establishsd. The qualification laid 
flown in sectiop 352 of tha code is, that 
the officers, when practicabie, shall ap» 
point inspectors, two of whom shall be 
of opposing political parties. Another 
section provides when one inspector 
fails to appear, the other two can supply 
his place and that section in that event 
requires no special qualification. If no 
inspectors appear, the returning officer 
can appoint them and the only qualifi- 
cation required is, that they shall be 
qualitied voters, entitled to vote in said 
precinct in which said election is held. 
No express qualification is fixed by 
statute except as above stated, but it is 
insisted by petitionerthat there is an 
implied duty upon the part of the offic- 
ers toappointmen as inspectors who 
can read ana write, because the duties 
required of them by law are such that 
they cannot perform them unless they 
be able to read and write. it may be 
admitted that those that can read and 
write will be better able to perform the 
duties of inspectors or that an election 
cannot be Held at all unless some one of 
them can read and write. ‘The question 
then is, will mandamus lie for this reae 
son only. The oflicers alone are the 
Judges of the competency, no educa~ 
tional qualification has been fixed by 
the legislature, the only thing in express 
terms being required officers that their 
appointees shall be of opposing political 
parties. If they had complied with the 
legisiative requirements and appointed 
two inspectors of opposing political par- 
ties at each voting precindt, I think the 
courts would be powerless to control 
their discretion any further. Judges 
and courts cannot make the laws, their 
duty is to construe them as they find 
andtne legislatuce is che only lawmak- 
ing power and it alone bas the power to 
correct evil. The legislature has not said 
these oflicers shall appoint inspectors 
whocan read and write thatit shall be 
a qualification for inspectors There 
are many duties devolviug 
upon oflicers that can be better per- 
formed by men who can read and write, 
yet the legislature has never fixed any 
such qualification for them, and no one 
will now say that because a man cannot 
read and write that therefore, under the 
law, he is disqualified from holding 
office. We ail know that there 
are certain cases tried by juries 
that the jurors would be better qualified 
to perform their duties ceald they read 
and write; and in some instances calcu- 
late interest, etc; notably. where the tes- 
timony consists, in part, of depositions, 
and also in actions of accounts where it 
becomes necessary to calculate interest 
on notes and accounts, and also the fore- 
man of tie grand jury signing his name 
as such on indic¢tments where required by 
law to be signed, yet no lawyer would 
move to quash a venire, bccause the ju- 
rors, or a part thereof, could aot read nor 
write, and no one would sue out a man- 
damus to compel the jury commission to 
draw only such persons as can read and 
write to serve the jurors: The reason 
for this simply is that the legislature has 
not made the factthat aman cau read 
and write a qualification for holding an 
oftice or serving as jurors. Neither has it 
in express terms required, that a man to 
perform tse duties of an inspector and as 
a qualification for such a place should be 
able to read and write, and until it does 
do so, courts and judges are powerless to 
fix a qualification that the legislature has 
not prescribed and which alone it has the 
authority to require. 

The statute requires that the inspectors 
whep practicable shall be, two of them, 
of opposing political parties. Betore I 
enter upon the discussion of this phase 
of the case and I deem it just and proper 
to say for these officers that on the 27th 
of June when these appointments were 
made, with the knowledge of the law I 
then had, would have appointed as one of 
said inspectors a republican as one of the 
opposing political parties. 

The two principal parties of this State 
siuce the war have been democrats and 
republicans, and since the passage of this 
law requiring two of the inspectors to be 
of opposing political parties, uniform cus- 
tom and rule had been to recognize only 
republicans and democrats in the appoint- 
ment of inspectors. 

The decision of our supreme court in 
the case of Dudley, et als, had not then 
yeep prouiulgated; the question had not 
been discussed and hence no reason was 
then known why they should have de- 
parted from the rulé heretofore acted up. 
on. We do judicially know that prior to 
the 27th of June, two conventions had 
been held, at one of which Jones was 
nominated for governor with a full State 
ticket. At the other Kolb was nominated 
for governor with a full State ticket, ex- 
cept supreme judges; we also know that 
each adopted a platform of principles dif- 
fering in policies and in some respects 
and agreeing in others. We also know 
that each adopted arule to govern the 
holding of primary elections and pre- 
scribing who shall be voters at such pri- 
maries at future elections; we also know 
that before,at that time and now,t.e con- 
didates and their supporters are msking 
a canvass throngh this State urging the 
claims of their respective nominees and 
interest before the people; we also 
know that the Republicans have no State 
ticket in the race and had none on the 
27th of June last. It may be that some 
counties, and this one among them, may 
have for the county offices candi- 
dates who were Republicans, but this 
dves not show that they have a state tick. 
et and if they be supporters of Kolb they 
would, forthe time being become, as I 
think, members of his political party. Do 
the facts above stated, make Jones and 
his ticket and Kolb and his ticket op- 
posing political parties within the mean- 
ing of our statute? 

In New York, we know as a part of the 
history of the country, that there are two 
wings or factions of the democratic par- 





ty, one known as the county democracy 


and the otheras the Tammany demo- 
cracvy. Undera statute similar to ours 
the New York court granted a per- 
emptory writcompelling the Board of In- 
spectors to appoint one-half of the In. 
pectors favorable to the county demo- 
cracy, and this too, when the State com- 
mittee had recognized said county demo 

cracy for a number of years and allowed 
it one-half of the representation in its 
democratic convention. (American Di. 
gest for 1892, page 1417.)this decision is 
cited to show that the courts do recog- 
nize factions of the same party and that 
each faction is entitled to representation 
on the Board of Inspectors. 

I think our Supreme court in. the case 
of Dudley et al., vs. Caffie, bas settled 
this question. We judicially know that 
when Inspectors were appointe| in 
Lowndes county in 1886 there was no re- 
publican State ticket ia the field, thoagh 
one was nominated subsequently,the pre- 
sumption is that the officcrs followed the 
custom, and what they then thought 
was the Jawand appointed Inspectors, 
two of whom were members of opposing 
political parties. We have not the peti- 
tion of Dudley et. al. before us, but we 
know from the order of the court that 
none of the inspectors were favorable to 
Dudley et. al. because of the fact that 
the Supreme court granted the rule nist, 
or alternative writ, which meant that if 
the allegations were found true as stated 
in said petition, the peremptory , writ of 
mandamus would have been granted and 
its mandate would have been to vacate 
in whole or in part the appointments 
theretofure made and appoint one in- 
spector favorable to Dudley et. al. We 
do not know and are not informed what 
was the politics of the inspectors of 
Lowndes as appointed by its oflicer:. 
Nor do I deem it material. If a re- 
publican becomes the supporter of 
Jones and his ticket for the 
time being he becomes a menz 
ber of the Jones political party. 
So if a republican supports Kolb and his 
ticket, he for the time being becomes a 
member of the Kolb political party. 
(American Digest for 1891, page 1420, 
sec. 82.) The word party means a part 
or portion of a greater number of persons 
or people of a larger community or the 
lack, united by some tie as distinguished 
from or opposed to che rest of the com- 
munity or association and endeavoring to 
control or influence the general action. 
One of the questions by which the people 
ure divided into parties is that of public 
policy. The word party has further been 
defined to mean a faction. In politics, 
parties are usually known by tue policies 
they oppose or advocate, but in politics 
parties may be known by the name they 
bear and may have had their origin in 
support of men. I do not care to, nor is 
it necessary that I should now discuss the 
policies of the contending parties. It is 
enough to know that we have two parties 
«r factions in this state, and did bave 
them on the 27th day of June, 1892, and 
that they each have cancidates for oflice, 
Opposing each other for the oflices to 
which they aspire. Nor does it matter 
by what name each of these parties or 
faction is called. Oue definition of poli 
tics is the management of politica! ,» .ty, 
the advancement of candidate. Lo oiiice. 
Political means pertaining 9 pouucs. 

I believe, and hold tie po .i-3) under 
consideration to be polittcal und that it 
will not be denied that tucy are opposing 
each other. It will be noticed that I 
have eschewed the former partics—re- 
publican and democrat—and for the pur - 
poses of this case, decide the question of 
party fealty to be: isthe man to be ap- 
pointed Inspector, a supporter of the 
Jones party or faction and its ticket or of 
the Kolb party or faction and its ticket? 
I take it that if the Inspectors heretofore 
had all been democrats or republicans 
but were now supporters of Kolb and his 
ticket, the Jones faction or party would 
demand, and I say would have the right 
to demand, under our law, an inspector 
to be appointed favorable to the Jones 
Side. So if all the inspectors were or had 
heretofore been republicans or democrats 
and were now supporters of Jones and 
his ticket, the Kolb party or his faction 
would have a right under our law to de- 
mand an inspector favorable to his, the 
Kolb cause. The idea [intend to con 
vey is, that at the time of the appoint- 
ment of inspectors, two of them must be 
of opposing political parties, that is, one 
supporting Jones and nis ticket and one 
supporting Kolb and his ticket. 





“Blind Martin” Aggrieved. 

“Blind Mart.n” complains that he 
was over-looked by our county officers 
in the selection of inspectors, claiming 
that as blind men were wanted for Kolb 
inspectors and he was handy and needed 
the p'ace, that he should have been aps 
pointed.

Awful Charges Against a Frother. 

A. S. Ammons, one of the most 
prominent planters of Marion county, 
8. C., was shot by some unknown fer 
son in ambush on the roadside. 

The shooting was at night and no ono was 
present but the assailant and his victim. The 
Weapon used was a double-barreled shotgun, 
both barrels being discharged. At the last fire 
Mr. Ammons fell severely wounded and the 
assassin fled. The wounded man had no idea 
as to the identity of his would-be assassin. He 
had no personal enemy, and reasoned that he 
must have been mistaken for another. A few 
days after the shooting circumstances de- 
veloped which pointed strongly to Mr. Am- 
mons’ brother, D. R. Ammons, as the assassin, 
and he wes forthwith arrested, charged with 
the crime, but was released on bail. The next 
morning it was ascertained that the condition 
of the wounded man was very critical. The 
accused was surrendered to the authorities, 
and will be held to await the result of his 
brother's injuries. 


A Fatal Accident. 

The killing of Lloyd Warfield, a prum- 
inent citizen of Holmes county, Miss., 
by his house girl, proves to have been 
accidental. 

The girl was sweeping the room, and in the 
corner a Winchester rifle rested against the 
wall, cocked. Mr. Warfield remarked to the 
girl that she might knock it down, and to hand 
it to him and he would let the hammer down 
The gun, as he was taking it from her hands, in 
some manner became discharged. Warfield 
lived several hours, but was unable to speak. 
The negro girl, who is only 14 years old, was 
placed in jail to undergo an examination. No 
one believes the girl had any designs on War 
field's life. 





Fined for Talking Politics. 

Green Ridge, 12 miles south of Seda. 
lia, Mo., is all torn up over the arrest of 
Dr. C. W. Leabo and Brack Wharton. 
They were engaged in talking pol- 
itics on the street corner when 
the city marshal arrested them 
for disturbing the peace. The 
defendants were arraigned to answer 
the charge. They demanded a jury 
trial, after having pleaded not guilty, 
but it was refused them and both were 
fined on the evidence introduced.
